grity of thofe who were brought tnto Council by that very’ 


intereit which, from a fenfe of gratitude and hayour, they 
were bound to fupport. How far tach menage catitled to 
expe& fucecis, or can flatter tuemfelves with ao honoarai! 
iffue, the following particulars may, in fome meature, deter- 
mine. After having collected together and deicgated 
chofen band of reitleis mercenaries, in fearch of thole whole 
votes were deemed of value, another fet, accountiny them- 
fclves till more honourable, although, perhaps, acting from 
bafer motives, were in readinefs either to allure the need;

What a reproach this upon 
the Incorporations of Edinburgh !—-a‘difgrace (notwith 
ftanding their fpecious votes of thanks) which even time tt- 
felf will-prove infufficient to efface. - Afterall; Sir, 
pray what have thefe do2d-ien done, or are capable of do- 
ing? They demanded a day for an election, avd that at a 
yeriod when they could not conftitutionally euter upon it.— 
This will appear more obvious, if we attend only to the fol- 
lowing «xplanation. x 

The Fourteen Incorporations, this time twelve months, 
fent fourteen of their uumber'to reprefent them in Council, 
whichsfourteen, wen received by the ttanding Counsil, were 
conlidered as members @hereof. Of thefe fourtecea, how- 
ever, fix were, agrecable'to the ft of the burgh, feleded 
and fet apart as Ordinary Counifellors, the other sight-re- 
maining as Extraordinary Deacons, who mig tt iit and wit- 
nefs the ordinary deliberations of Council: But. on Wed- 
nefday preceding the annual clection of Deacons, thefe eight 
are difmiffed, and have no right to act as part of the Coun- 
cil, unlefs re-elected; and preiented to Council the Wedugf- 
day thereafter. Then, and ouly then, are they veceived, 
and have power to act as members of Council. 

It may be ftill further obferved, that evea the remaining 
yart ef the Council, after the partial diffslution of lait 
Wednefdap-(that is, preceding the day for election of Dea- 
cons) have no power to act in any other capacity than going 
through the: annual fteps of filling up their broken or im- 
perfect Council. How then could there be any legal elee- 
tion of a Reprefentative to Parliament, when the votes of 
eight Extraordinary Deacons were admitted, who could not 
then, nor forty-eight hours before, be coufidered as mem- 
bers of Council. The incorporations of thofe eight Dea- 
cons were precifely in the fame flate in point of repre- 
fentation in Council-as the frecholders of a county after the 
diffolution of Parliament :—'The powers they formerly velbs 
ed in their Member, from the moment of the ’ Parliament’s 
diffolution, returned back to them agaia ;—and, until they 
fhould chufe the fame, or aiother perfon in his room, they 
have no voice, nor fhare of legiflation in the Great Council 
of the nation. 

Iu oppofition to this do@trine, I believe .no-inftance will 
be found on record, where the Council of Edinburgh (after 
informing the Deacons on the Wednefday, that they mut 
give in each of them a long leet on the fubfequent Friday) 
have, betwixt faid Wedneiday and the Wednelday thereaf- 
ter, met for avy other purpofe than that of thorteniug {aid 





that purpofe, would they have admitted any of the e/ght Ex- 
traordinary Deacons to witneds their deliberations that day, 
as members of their Council ?—I apprehend they would not. 
Let me only add, Do they, gr any body, fuppofe the 
Deacon of the Furriers, or Deacon of the Weavers, could 
be confidered as members of that Council after Jaft Wednef- 
day, or could make their appearance there, after being ap- 
pointed to fend others in their ftead ; more efpecially, when 
their refpeGive Incorporations had, on the day of voting 
their long leets, kept them out, as one ef the fix from which 
a retusn of thefe two geatlemen could be made ? 
Thefe things, Sir, admit of no doubt with me ; and, 
e

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The following account. of the duel, fought Thurfday morning, ta 
Hyde Park, between Mr Bate, and Mr Richardfon of the Temple, 
would not have bed neceffary, had not a partial reprefentation of the 
affair appearedin an evening print of that night. The caufe of the 
duel was briefly this -——An evening paper, in which Mr Bate has 
far fome time paft ceafed to have any concern, being printed ‘upon 
fafterance, at the Morning Poft Office, that Gentleman was aftonithed, 
on Saturday te’nright,to hear that the proprigtorsthercof, feveralof whom 
gre conneéted with him in the Morning Poft, ‘had given orders to an- 
nex the name of R. HASWELL as printer to the faid papet,—the 
man who had taken fo extraordinary a part in the late profecution of 
the Duke of Richmond againtt Mr. Bate. “Unwilling, therefore, 
tamely to fabmit to fach an infult, he wrete the following note to Mr 
Richardfon *. 

SIR, ; 

If you think it neceflary that the Englith Chronicle fhould be pu- 
dlithed f!i, night, 1 would recommend it to you that you add another 
name to the imprint ; for that of H.jwell thall never appear at the

grateful and cowardly purpofe. Mr Pate, however, carried his point, 
by having the name of the offenfive printer taken out for that evening 
and the whole property removed from the Morning Poft Office the 
next day; toon after which he received the fellowing letter : 


Salisbury-treet, Sept. 33- 1780. 
STR, 

In the courfé of the altercation that took place at the Morning Pott 
Office yettereay, you frequently urged an imputation of gencral cow- 
atdice upon the body of the proprietors at large. As no exception 
was made as to.any particular individual, I am neceflarily to confider 
myfelf as participating in the common ftigma. The caufe of my wri- 
ting to you now, -Sir, is to require, that you either exempt me from fo 
opprobtious an imputation, or that you will give me an opportunity, 
when and where you think proper, of proving that Ido not deferve it.

To this Mr Bare {ent the following reply. 
STR, Surry-firect, Sept. 13. 

In anfwer to your letter, which I have jult received, | mitt inform 
you, that nothing having fallen from me, during the courfe of ye- 
fterday’s altercation, which was not ftriétly jultifiable in my own opi- 
nion, I cannot think of entering into the moft diitant explanation of 
that tranfaéction. 

The alternative you feem to expect, as the confequence of my f= 
fence on this fubjeét, will be a very unpleafant one to me, who have 
unfortunately been involved in too many contefts of a fimilar nature, 
Lut which Lhave ever endeavoured mott anxioufly to avoid. I thall

I feel the value of life, 
and am confcious of the impropricty of fporting with it; but it lofes 
its zeft, itscemforts, and its eflence,in my poor apprehenfion, when 
it is to be fupported under a dettitution of honour. Mr Bate has call- 
ed me a coward * ; he perfeveres in the propriety of the appellation. 
—What then is it that Mr Bate leaves to my confideration? Can 
there be an alternative ?- Under fuch circumftances, certainly not. Mr 
Bate fays in his note, which I had this morning the honour to receive 
through the medium of Mr O’Brien, that he will enter into no expla- 
nation of yeiterday’s tranfa¢tion. J do not require it. I have no 
right to demand it, My expeétation from Mr Bate is this, that he 
will except me, as a particular individual from the difgraceful charge of 
cowardice, and acknowledge that he never has had reafon to annex 
fuch an imputation to my charaéter. _ If he does this ] am {fatisfied. 
lam the afferter of my own honour which I wil! vindicate to the laft 
hour of my-exiftence, but do not affumé the office of champion to any 
other man or fet of meh whatever. I have now, Sir, given you a full 
and explicit detail of my ideas and intentions. If you withdraw your 
expreffion as to me, you will be troubled with no further applications 
from me upon this fubjeét. If, on the contrary, you are determined to 
gnaintain a cautelefs charge, I have only to beg you to adjutt all the ne- 
ceflary preliminaries for the ultimate iffue with the gentlemag who 
bears this, to every part of which I thal] adhere.
